“An unwise move’’ was the general 
comment yesterday of citizens of At- 
lanta, members of the board of educa- 
tion, city councilmen, aldermen 
others interested in the progress of the 
city and the improvement of the school 
system when asked their opinion of the 
proposition~ of the city executive com- 
mittee to submit to the people for ex- 
pression at the polls the advisability of 
electing the superintendent of the city 
echools by the ballot instead of by the 
board of education,.as at present. 

Members of council asked for an ex* 
pression by The Constitution last night 


on this subject were almost unanimous 
in declaring the present system far bet- 
ter than the proposed one. 

They were of the opinion that the mem- 
bers of the board of education, having 
given careful study and attention (to 
school affairs, would be in far better po- 
sition to judge the merits of a candidate 
for the high place than the people. 

They believed that some man, unfitted 
for the superintendency, but popular with 
the people, would be able to rally the 
people to his standard and win out at 
the polls under the proposed system. 

The direct election of a superintendent 
by the ballot would, they thought, impair 
the efficiency of the schools, bring the 
eystem and its head into politics and 
render a board of education a needless 
luxury. 


_ @even members of council and four al- 


dermen expressed themselves 45 unal- 
terably in favor of election by the board 
of education; two aldermen, James lL. 
Key and A. L. Curtis, and one council- 
man, Sid Holland, were in favor of elec- 
tion at the polis of the superintendent, 
Some members of council preferred not 
to express themselves and others could 
not be reached.

It seems that 
his son, Paul Ryan, is engaged in the 
undertaking business and a day or so 
ago brought home a bottle of embalm- 
ing fluid and put it in his father’s 
closet without the knowledge of Mr. 
Ryan. 

Just as soon as Mr. Ryan swallowed 
the poison he knew that he had made

Was Pioneer Citizen: 

Mr. Ryan was one of the pioneer 
citizens of Atlanta and was very widely 
known and lIfked in the city. He was at 
One time the clerk of the superior court 
and has many friends among the law-| 
yers of the state. Mr. Ryan served for 
Several terms in the city council and 
had always been interested in the wel- 
fare and the public works of the city. 

Mr. Ryan was born in Jasper coun- 
ty, Georgia, on July 18, 1838, and was 
69 years old. He was married to Miss 
Elizabeth C. Fisher in Mempnis, Tenn., 
in May, 1|872, and his wife died in Sep- 
tember, 1895. 

Mr. Ryan moved to Atlanta very 
early in life and remaineq here until 
just before the civil war, when he 
moved to Arkansas. He was a mem- 
ber of the Sixteenth Arkansas egiment 
and fought in all the battles of the 
western army of the confederacy until 
the battle of Chicamauga and it was 
there that he lost his leg. 

From this wound he has_ suffered 
much pain, having had to undergo four 
amputations. Mr, Ryan had been sick 
for the past few days, but at the time 
of his death was able to be up and was 
rapidly progressing to a recovery. 

Mr. Ryan has hosts of friends here 
in the city and all over the state who 
will be grieved to learn of his sudden 
death.

ARMED DEPUTIES ON GUARD 
TO PREVENT A LYNCHING 

Five Italians, two of them women, 
are under arrest charged as accomplices 
to the murder, and extra details of po- 
lice and deputies are maintaining or- 
der in the excited Italian quarter of the 
city. All day long small crowds have 
been dispersed promptly by the police, 
despite whose precautions a repor; h2s 
gotten out summoning a mass meeting 
at Elk place. Seventy armed deputts 
have been placed on guard at the Or- 
leans parish prison, the strongest fn the 
state, where three of the prisoners are 
held, and some apprehension has been 
felt over the safety of two other prison- 
ers who have been taken to &n adjoining 
parish. 

Seldom since the mafia lynchings, s!x- 
| teen years ago, has New Orleans been 
so stirred with threats of violence as t)- 
day. and some of these threats are made 
by those who participated In the disor- 
ders at that time. The law and ordr 
element {s much stronger than !t has 
been heretofore. A large number of lead- 
ine citizens of all natfonalities and the 
city’s leading commercial leaders have 
pledged themselves to vrevent violence. 
“THIRD DEGREE” FORCED 

CONFESSION OF THE WURDER 

The murdered hov was found near St. 
Rose, about twenty miles from New Or.- 
leans. in a territory which has been 
well searched with bloodhounds in the 
past few davs. Where the dogs failed 
to locate the bov a “third degre’ 
sweating process wrung a confession 
from one of the suspects, who was tak?n 
from his home In St. Rose about mid- 
night. Jast night and carrted into the 
woods by a combined force of the officiais 
and vigtiantes. who have had the search 
in charge. This man, Tenazio Camp'!¢- 
ciano, was kept In the woods an hon. 
when he confessed, charging four Ital- 
ians with the murder. He sald that 
about the time of a mass meeting in 
New Orleans more than aweek ago. hsidé 
for the purpose of prosecuting a search 
for the boy, these men, who were In 4a 
vacant house fn St. Rose, became fright- 
ened and consulted abou+ what to @9 
with the child. The boy was crying. 
begging to be taken home to his mrents, 
said Campigctano, and one of the quar- 
tet of kidnapers grabbed the child and 
strangled him to death to stop his noise. 
Later two of the kidnapers, he Said, 
came to him carrying the bov in-*a 
\ blanket, and after threatening him wi*h 
death if he told, took the body into the 
swamp.

Last night he and his wife were on 
the porch at the place they boarded for 
several hous, and Mr. Freeman was ap- 
parently in the best of spirits, laughing 
and joking.

About 10:30 o'clock he said that it was 
time to go to bed, and rising from his 
chair, kissed his wife good night and 
went to his room, then going into the 
bath room took the dose which ended his 
life. It is not known whether the poison 
used was arsenic or laudanum. 

After taking the poison he reentered 
his room and went to bed. Shortly 
afterwards his wife left the party on the 
porch and went to her room. About I'l 
o'clock she called for a doctor, stating 
that her husband was ill. 

A physician was summoned and after 
working with the sick man for some 
length of time, he apparently recov- 
ered, and the doctor left the house. 
Ten minutes afterward, Mr. Freeman's 
death occurred. 

The body was taken to Patterson's 
undertaking establishment, where an 
inquest will probably be held some 
time today.

DIFFICULT TO RESCUE 
VICTIMS FROM. WRECKAGE 


Half Dozen Priests Administered 
Last Rites to the Dying — Fire 
Broke Out Im the Wreckage, 
bat Was Quenched by 
the Firemen. 


Hartford, Conn., June 23.—Eight work- 
men were killed and thirty-five injured 
when a passenger train on the High- 
land division of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad crashed 
into the rear of a work train that was 
backing into the city from New Britain 
tonight at the Sigourney street cross- 
ing. Of the injured two probably will 
die, 

In Awful Situation, 

Some of the victims within easy reach 
were dead and were left while the res- 
cuers tried to extricate the living. In 
One instance it took an hour and a halg 
to rescue one workman who was pinned 
between the _ trucks. His head was 
hanging down backwards and he suf- 
fered but the rescuers en- 
couraged him while doctors reached be- 
tween the frame work which held him 
a prisoner and treated wounds on hig 
face and head. 

There are, three unofficial versions of 
the cause of the wreck. One is that the 
passenger from New Britain went out 
On the wrong track. The second is that 
the work train had the right of ry 
until 7 o'clock and should have ha a 
clear track and that the passenger tr@h 
was ahead of time at that point. = 
third is that the work train opelig a 
Switch and failed to close it. 

The engineer of the work train claims 
that he had the right of way, and his 
Statements are borne out by orders on 
this train. 

Passengers Badly Shaken. 

Engineer Wilson, of the passenger 
train, jumped in time to escape injury. 
The passengers, however, were badly 
shaken up and some were cut by flying 
glass.

train passed on an ad-« 
joining track soon after the accident 
and sideswiped the wreckage. The 
wrecked cars had to be maintained In 
an upright position by stays while the 
rescuers were undérneath battling to 
save the lives of those caught in the 
wreckage. 

During the excitement fire broke out. 
After quenching the flames the fire- 
men became rescuers and with axes and 
Saws worked until the arrival of a 
squad of fifty railroad wreckers. 

His First Drink in Twelwe Years. 

Half a dozen priests.administered the 
last rites to some of the sufferers. Soon 
after the wreck, while an investigation 
was being made to ascertain the where- 
abouts of the living victims, one man 
underneath several tons of debris was 
seen waving a red flag. Some one reach- 
ed him and gave him a drink. He re- 
marked: 

“The first drink in twelve years, and 
God knows I need it.” 

At St. Francis hospital there are 
thirty-one victims tonight. The doctors 
Say two of them cannot live. 

At the Hartford hospital 
four injured, none fatally. 

When the train left New Britain there 
were sixty-five workmen aboard. Some 
of these got off at the various stations 
along the line, so that there were be- 
tween forty and fifty on the train at 
the time of the accident. Before the 
rescue was complete darkness set in, 
but torches were procured and the men 
continued to labor for the remaining 
dead.

event today in connection with the 
wine growers’ revolt was the visit of 
Marcellin Albert, the leader of the dis- 
turbing element in the south of France, 
to Premier Clemencéau. 

This. morning the man for whom the 
Police and troops vainly have been 
scouring the country for a fortnight 
appeared without warning at the minis- 
try of the interior. He wore the sim- 
ple garb of a southern yessant. The 
cotton skirt, the silk handerchief 
around his neck and the carpet bag 
in his hand aroused the corps of de- 
tectives now constantly guarding the 
premier. But when he had established 
his identity he was admitted to the 
presence of Clemenceau, with whom he 
had a !5 minute talk. 

Albert in Tears. 

A semi-official account of the inter- 
view says that the premier used ex- 
tremely strong language. He virtually 
reproaching his visitor with the respon- 
sibility of all that has happened in the 
gouth—the refusal to pay taxes, the 
strike, the resignation of the municipal 
officers and the bloodshed that has oc- 
curred, everything, in fact. M. Albert 
is represented as having been overcome 
with contrition, bursting into tears and 
asking the premier hear ne could make 
atonement, to which M. Clemenceau re- 
plied: 

“Give yourself up to the law, and 
use your influence with your country- 
men to return to lawful ways.”’ 

Subsequently Albert declined to reveal 
anything that had occurred during his 
conference with the premier, declaring 


that he had given his word to M. Cle- | 
ions for attaining with the means at 


menceau not to do so. He said, how- 
ever, that he was leaving immediately 
for the south, where he intended to do 
his duty.” 

Release of Prisoners Asked. 

It is believed that M. Albert pleaded 
the cause of M. Ferroul, the ex-mayor 
of Narbonne, and his comrades on the 
Argelliers committee who are under ar- 
fest, but M. Clemenceau again said thaf 
the government could not interfere with 
the court. 

The release and immunity from pros- 
@cution of those now under lock and 
key seems to be the principal demand 
of the wine growers on the government. 

Later détails of the capture of 
sub-Prefect ‘Leullier show that the 
soldiers who tried to protect 
were forced to retreat before the fury 
of the mob.

TREASURE HOUSE FOR MULTITUDE 
WILL BE BOSTONS GREAT MUSEUM 
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OSTON, June 23.—(Special.)—A 
B very big idea goes with the plans 

of the new Museum of Fine Arts 
im this city. These have just been 
published. They have been expected 
with great interest in this country and 
abroad. They are believed by those 
who are familiar with the principles of 
museum construction to mark an epoch 
in the construction of buildings de- 
signed to shelter art collections. They 
are, it is no exaggeration to say, the 


‘Outcome of scientific observation and 


research, such as has never before beeQ 


_€xpended upon the preservation and dis- 


play of art exhibits under conditions 
favorable to the comfort of visitors. 
So that, although the new museum in 
Boston in physical dimensions will not 
be the largest of its kind, it is already, 
before a stone of the superstructure has 
been laid, one of the most famous, It 
has been planned to be of impressive 
size. It will be unique in its provis- 


hand the maximum of public usefulness. 
It will set a standard, so museum au- 
thorities are agreed. Henceforth there 
is little likelihood that any large Amer- 
ican museum of art will be built with- 
out reference to the scientific studies 
which were made in preparation for the 
group of structures which will soon 
Stand in the Fenway district of Boston, 
hard by Mrs. Gardner’s Italian palace, 
and the new Harvard medical school. 

It isn’t easy to make art collections 
interesting to everybody. To plan a 
museum for scholars is comparatively 
simple. It may be arranged very much 
like a library, The principal thing is 
to have the exhibits well catalogued 
and accessible. But to build a treasure 
house of the fine arts that shall seem 
‘both comfortable and inspiring to peo- 
ple who will visit it, if at all, mainly 
to get the stimulus that comes from en- 
joying beautiful things, that appar- 
ently simple purpose’ involves 
technical difficulties. The deadly ‘‘mu- 
seum fatigue,’’ the sense of bewilder- 
ment that is due to lookin at too 
many .objects, must above all else be 
avoided. 

In endeavoring to create galleries 
suitable for the accommodation of its 
crowds of visitors from every part of 
the United States, the management of 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts has 
recognized that there is a new science, 
one known as ‘‘musaeology.’’ The era 
in which museums of art, natural his- 
tory and other subjects were erected in 
a haphazard way has about passed in 
Europe and in this country. A new 
conception of the museum of art has 
arisen among experts. They are inter- 
ested less in a monumental front than 
in a logical interior, with well propor- 
tioned and well lighted galleries 
through which large crowds of visitors 
can circulate comfortably. 

Nowhere has their general idea been 
expressed until now it is about to be 
expressed in an American city. One 
of the ideas of the musaeologists is that 
the collections should be divided, sO 
that not all the collections shall be 
shown to the general public @t any one 
time, although all are available to any- 
body who wishes to consult them. 
That involves dividing the galleries into 
an “exhibition series’ and a “study 
sertes.’’ Another generally accepted 
idea is that the facts of the circulation 
of the crowds in public places should be 
taken into account. There is, for ex- 
ample, a famous German museum, 
which has a long series of “cabinets” 
or small galleries, each of which is en- 
tered by a sme’l door near the outer 
waly ewactly opposite another small 
door. The circumstance that it is more 
natural to walk directly from door to 
door instead of around the room causes 
the crowd to surge through these cabi- 
nets, hardly noticing the treasures on 
exhibition. Another idea is that for 
the sake of the comfort and enjoyment 
of the public, the manner of lighting 
the museum exhibits should be de 
termined by specialists. Most mu- 
seums up to this time have been de- 
signed by architects who have made no 
careful study of the relative value of 
overheaq and side lighting In rooms of 
various proportions, containing differ- 
ent classes of objects, or the best meth- 
od of admitting each kind of light. Still 
a fourth fundamental) idea is that each 
department of an art museum should 
be @mplete by itself. so that, for exam- 
ple, one can visit the rooms devoted to 
classical art without going through por- 
tions of other departments. Another 
thought carried out in some European 
thuseums is that the grounds should be 
beautified with statuary and shrubbery 
and that the interior courts should 
contain opportunity to rest amidst de- 


lightful surroundings.

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BOSTON’S NEW MUSEUM 

The Completed Group of Buildings, as Here Shown, Will Embody the Best 
First Installation, on Which Work Has Already Begun, Will Consist of the Central Part and the Two Pro- 
jecting Pavilions of the Main Bui iding. 
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for a new art museum in Boston a com- 
mission composed of officials of the mu- 
pew and architects went abroad some 
tine ago to study leading European 
museums. Practically every important 
treasure house of works of art on the 
continent and in Great Britain was 
i; visited by the commissioners, notebook 
‘in hand. They inquired into the size 
of galleries, whether top-lighted or 
side-lighted, into the color of back- 
groumds, the extent and disposition of 
doorways, the means ter rest and recr®@ 
ation, the heating and ventilafion, into 
all the constructive problems, in short. 
Upon their return a report was pre- 
pared, which gives detailed information 
regarding the arrangements of many 
museums. 

The question of lighting the exhibits 
was regarded as so important and so 
little investigated either here or abroad 
that an odd-looking experimental 
building was erected on the site of the 
new museum. In this structure physic- 
ists of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology carried on experiments for 
many months. 

Besides thege. two principal direc- 
tions of study many other investiga- 
tions were made during the long pe- 
riod of preliminary prepdration for 
the new museum. These, at last, have 
been concluded and the plans have 
now been made public. They show in 
every detail a clear intention to make 
the museum a place of popular resort. 
The front, situated upon Huntington 
avenue, one of the leading thorough- 
fares of traffic in the New England 
capital, is intended to be sufficiently 
monumental, but first and foremost to 
reveal the nature of the interior. The 
architectural arrangements, with pro- 
jecting pavilions and an ornamental 
forecourt, is such as naturally to draw 
the crowd in trom the avenue, much 
as the doorway of the modern depart- 
ment store is designed with a view to 
making it hard for shopping humanity 
to slip past. The modern theory is not 
to keep precious collections of pic- 
tures and sculptures away from peo- 
ple, but to endeavor in every legiti- 
mate way to lead people to become 
familiar with them. : 

Once inside the building the crowd 
will ordinarily ascend an easy stair- 
case to the main or exhibition floor— 
the building, like most museums, will 
be two stories high—whence from a 
central rotunda any desired depart- 
ment is easily reached, or a circuit is 
made of all the collections. The visi- 
tor will find seven main divisions: 
Chinese and Japanese art, class- 
ical art, Egyptian art, pictures (in- 
cluding prints), western art (other 
than pictures), library and  photo- 
graph collection and _ collections of 
casts. 

The main floor will contain what is 
known as the “exhibition series." In 
its galleries some of the most im- 
portant exhibits of the Museum will 
be shown under conditions as favor- 
able as scientific knowledge and ar- 
tistic taste have been able to create. 
No room will be overcrowded. The 
collections furthermore, on the main 
floor, will frequently be changed, so 
that the community. will not get an 
impression of sameness. 

On the secondary or lower floor, be- 
neath the exhibition rooms of each de- 
partment, with which it is connected 
by appropriate staircases and eleva- 
tors, are rooms set aside for study and 
for storage of large collections, all the 
objects of which cannot be kept on 
view at once. If the visitor to the 
museum has been interested in, say, a 
display of selected Japanese prints in 
one of the exhibition galleries he may, 
by going downstairs, discover with the 
assistance of a trained curator a very 
large collection of other prints of the 
same character, kept in portfolios and 
readily brought out for consultation. 
On the lower floor, too, are the offices 
of administration of the museum,

If he pursues the present tenor of cee 
ways, it may become “Joree.” However, he is now Mr. Loree, president of | 
the Delaware and Hudson Railroad Company. Thus he appeared on the 
program as a speaker at an alumni lvnacheon recently held at New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. : 

This Mr. Joree—no, Loree—was not present at the luncheon. he was 
suffering at the time with an affliction of the flesh. A letter sent from his 
apartments to be read at the dinner voiced also an affliction of the spirit. 
It showed that he had indulged in pious literature to avoid disturbing reflec- 
tions upon the general cussedness of the situation—the railroad and legis- 
lative situation—and the uzregenerate unrighteousness of the members of 
legislative bodies which had passed “so-called two-cents-a-mile railroad 
laws’. ; 

An evidence of his belief that properties such as he represents are being 
unrighteously assailed by the enemies of justice and the square deal is fur- 
nished in his quoting from St. Augustine: 

“Government without justice is mere brigandage.” 

No individual would dare to do what legislative bodies have done, is 
the belief of Mr. Loree. He finds fault with the lodgment of power by indi- 
vidual states in state railway commissions. Confusing somewhat the usual 
railroad argument, he calls this a substitution of a bureaucratic for a re- 
publican form of government. Since any apprehension we may feel on this 
score will come from the reversal of this policy and the over-centralization 
of power in the executive department of the national government, rather 
than in the just and reasonable reservation of this power by the individual 
states to be exercised by state commissions, we refuse to shudder when Mr. 
Loree points a warning finger at Ireland and Russia. . 

How can there be “government without justice” in the enactment of 
laws regulating common oarriers and public service corporations which will 
limit their earnings to a reasoyable return on the amount invested in such 
properties, or on their present value? If a 2-cent flat rate on railroads is un- 
just and confiscatory, a showing to that effect before the courts will give 
relief. 

The roads have a right to make such a showing where they can and to 
have their complaints considered. The attempt to make dividends on money 


to be invested, is not sufficient ground for resisting an advance in rates, 
nor for contesting a reduction in rates formerly in effect. 

Mr. Loree is not very happy in his application of the reply of Hon. John 
Morley, made recently in the English house of commons in the debate on 
india: “Yes, I believe in placing righteousness above revenue, but I do not 


believe in satisfying my righteousness at the expense of other people’s 
revenue.”

| The Vagrancy Problem. 


The railroads of the country have 
killed 23,964 tramps ir the past five 
years. Instead of solving the vagran- 
cy problem, this simply directs atten- 
tion to the vast evil it has become. 
The day when the tramp used his own 
peda] extremities as a means of loco- 
motion and startled the children and 
nervous people living along public 
highways is past. He now rides. It 
is not to be supposed that he rides 
in Pullman palace cars, nor even in 
tourist. sleepers... Still -he rides. Most 
of his migrations are made perched 
on top or concealed in empty freight 
cars or resting precariously on the 
trucks. Hence the trouble. 

Orlando F. Lewis, an officer and 
prominent worker in the organized 
charities of New York, read a paper 
on the “Vagrancy Problem in the 
United States” at Minneapolis a few 
days ago, before the national confer- 
ence of charities and correction. He 
shocked the audience fmto an appre- 
ciation of the growth of this evil by 
showing that more tramps were killed 
annually by American railroads while 
trying to steal a ride than the com- 
bined total of trainmen and passen- 
gers killed.

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Increased Postal Service. 

The government has come to the 
aid of the man without a bank ac- 
count by extending through the post- 
aifice department money order facili- 
ties to many theusands of post offices 
which could not heretofore accommo- 
date their patrons who wished to 
send money through the mail. 

This will be a great convenience to 
that part of the public which cannot 
adopt the more convenient form of 
sending a check. Now when . Aunt 
Martha wishes to send to the store 
the amount she owes, or Uncle Ebe- 
nezer finds that his subscription has 
expired and he wishes to renew his 
favorite newspaper, he can purchasé 
a money order at his postoffice in- 
stead of sending stamps, as he was 
f.rmerly forced to do. 

Those citizens who enjoy the bene 
fits which Uncle Sam extends through 
the first and second class postoffices 
may think it strange that everybody 
does not share equal privileges. There 
are some 64,000 poestoffices in the 
country. At all of these registry bus- 
iness may be transacted, but only 
32,000 are authorized to do a money 
order business. 

In accordance with a desire to meet 
the needs of the business public, in- 
cluding the town merchant prince and 
the crossroads country storekeeper, 
Postmaster General Meyer is consid- 
ering extending. money order facilities 
to all post offices. Under the author- 
ity vested in him by lew, he will es- 
tablish the money order business in 
mahy thousands of offices where it 
does not now exist. Postal employees 
and all postmasters are urged and 
commanded to cooperate to make the

MAY TAKE UP BREAD MATTER 


Petition of North Georgia Electrie 
Company for More Time to 
Baild Plant Will Be Dis- 
cussed—Other Business 
to Come Up. 


The city council will hold an adjourned 
session thig afternoon at 3 o'clock in or- 
der to act on a report concerning the 
petition of the North Georgia Electric 
Company for an extension of time for 
the completion of their city plant. 

The committees on ordinances and elects 
tric railways will report favorably on the 
petition allowing the company the ex- 
tension until June 26, 1908, provided the 
ducts laid for the company by the Ate- 
lanta Telephone and Telegraph Company 
are used only thirty years, the time of 
the company’s franchise. 

As the adjournment last 


Monday for the action on the North 
Georgia Electric Company's petition and 
“any other business that might come 


up,’ the session will not be confined to 
the one matter, but a number of other 
papers will be acted upon, among which 
will be the resolution by the street com- 
mittee requiring the city engineer and 
commissioner of public works to make 
a report every two weeks on the work 
done by the contractors who are laying 
sidewalks and curbing. The city engi- 
neer made complaint of the slowness of 
the work and asked that some steps be 
taken to hurry up the contractors. The 
Georgia Granite Company, to which the 
Contracts were let, declares that labor 
Qrouble and a failure to get cars to 
haul the material have been the causes 
of the delay. 

It is possible that a resolution will be 
Offered calling for an investigation of 
the bread situation in the city.

WITH REMARKABLE HISTORY 


T the annual founders’ day ba.- 
A quet of the Atlanta alumni of te 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity 
Dr. J. Scott Todd, a graduate of the 
old Georgia Military institete of the 
class of 1863, and a member of the Geor- 
gia Pi chapter of the S. A. E. fraternity 
at that institution, which went into th 
confederate service in a body, réespondeJ 
to the toast, “The Chapter That Went 
to War.” 

Of such interest was the doctor's @- 
sponse considered that he was asked to 
furnish A copy of it for publication in 
the fraternity magazine, The Recor}. 
Since its publication so many calle ‘or 
copita have come to Dr. Todd that he 
has been unable to supply them, ani 
The Cenastitution has been asked to pub- 
lish the speech so that it may reach all 
interested in this remarkable cellege fra- 
tefnity chaper. 

Dr. Tedd’s response was ag follows: 

“The Pi chapter was instituted at the 
Georgia Military inetitute in 1857 and 
died in 1864, when the grim Sherman or- 
dered the college and everything con- 
nected with it burned, saying if 
was a ‘hatchery for young reb- 
els.’ We will see later that he 
Bpoke truly. In the seven years of its 
existence there were forty-one S. A. E.'s 
initiated. Our chapter there furnished 
to the confederate army one brigadier 
genergl, two colonels, four majors, six- 
teen captains, nine lleutenants—totea!. 
thirty-four commissioneg officers. Ten 
of us either died of disease, los+ a leg or 
an arm, or were killed on the battlefiei4 
and their bones now sleep in soldie.s’ 
graves awaiting the resurrection morn 
in Pennsylvania, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee; 
few escaped seMious wounds. So, were 
Y to call the roll tonight, in military 
parlance, I could salute you and proud 
ly report ‘all present or otherwise hon- 
orably accounted for?! No cadet was 
eligible to membership until he had en- 
tered the second or junior class and had 
made a high record not only in hits 
studies but in his moral conduct. Every 
first honor was carried off by our fra- 
ternity. 

“From my best information, not over 
a dozen, of us are living now, but be- 
lieving, as I do, in the communion of the 
saints, but little faith is required of me 
to imagine that their shades attend our 
meeting here tonight. ‘There are more 
strange things in heaven and earth thar 
were eVer dreamed of in thy philosopay, 
Horatio.’ To me, one of the most beauti- 
ful and solemn rites observed by the Jan. 
anese fn their late war was the belief 
in the presence of the souls of the 4e°- 
parted when they eulogized them, and 
made material gifts to them before they 
Were incinerated on the field where they 
fell.

“Of the forty-one total members in our 
chapter when the governor’s of their 
states called for their sons in the six- 
tles, there was not one skulker—everyone 
anewered, ‘Here!’

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Some Steamship Compantes Wish to 
Maintain Direct Service, but Re- 
ceive Little Encouragement. 
Southern’ Millis Have Not 
Taken Advantage of 
Opportunity. 


Washington, June 
is an excellent market for southern prod- 
ucts, according to the report prepared 
on trade condition there by.Charies M. 
Pepper, the specia] agent of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 

The report, after giving general infor- 
mation in regard to the geographical rela- 
tion of the Asiatic provinces, and their 
products and imports, takes up the ques- 
tion of steamship service. Though the 
special agent’s investigations into trade 
conditions was limited to Asiatic Turkey, 
and therefore the ports of the Levant, 
the question of «transportation facilities 
includes the Mediteranean. 

Leading Southern Imports. 

Mr. Pepper says that the leading im- 
ports from .the south into the Mediter- 
ranean countries ang the Levant are raw 
cotton, rosin, phosphates, pitch pine, to- 
bacco, sponges and cotton fabrics. Some 
of the steamship companies, paticularly 
those: with headquarters in the Adriatic, 
have sought to develop a direct trade 
with-the southern ports. 

In their view the saving of railway 
freights would be considerable if they 
received the cotton and other products 
at the ports nearest where the crops are 
raised. Notwithstanding that a direct 
service is maintained with one or two 
of the southern ports, these stedmship 
companies have not received the encour- 
agement which thy hoped in the way ofr 
assured cargoes at definite dates. ‘I‘nis 
is especially noticeable since both Aus- 
tria and tlaly are increasing their im- 
portations of raw cotton and the in- 
ducements for direct communication are 
growing. At some seasons the _ ship- 
ments of agricultural machinery from 
southern ports to the Levant and the 
Black sea are large. 

Attention is directed in the report to 
immigration from Syria and other Med- 
iteranean countries. The value of immi- 
Sration stimulating commerce is recog- 
nized by the steamship companies. It 
is noted that owing to the iarge number 
which return to their native countries 
for temporary visits, a demand is cre- 
ated for American products. 

: Southern Millis Slow. 

With reference to the articles of Amer- 
ican manufacture most in demand in 
Asiatic Turkey, Mr. ‘Pepper says that 
cotton textiles have not gained ground, 
and that southern mills have not taken 
full advantage of the opening they g6e- 
cured some time ago. Manchester stil] 
holds the bulk of the trade, though Italy 
is now a competitor. All the European 
countries appear able to undersell the 
American mills, and they take more pains 
to meet the local peculiarities.- — 

mitations known as ‘Americans,’ 
which are Buropean counterfeits, are 
now quite common. Italian oottonades 
have been very successful. The estab- 
lishment of permanent salés agents or 
representatives by the American mills in 
order to compete with Manchester and 
Italy is suggested. 

In referring to cotton geed oil, the im- 
portation of which in the crude form is 
prohibited, the report says that this 
should be @ valuebie commodity since the 
large majority of the 17,000,000 inhabit- 
ants of Asiatk Turkey ara Mohammed- 
ane who will not touch pork products. 
France ig allowed to export sesame from 
Marseille, though sesame is open to all 
the objections that are urged against 
cotton seed oil.

IMANY INQUIRIES MADE 


ABOUT SIGNAL DEVICES 


INCE the publication of a story in 
The Constitution a short time ago 
to the effect that the Atlanta, Bi-- 

mingham and Atlantic railroad h3da 
equipped its entire system with the tele- 
graphone, the general officers of the road 
have been deluged with letters askii¢ 
for information concerning this newest 
and what igs reputed to be most satisfac- 
tory devic, for the operation and sig- 
naling of trains. 

Although the telegraphone has been in 
practical use for some time on a few of 
the most important railroads of the ea*’, 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlant’'c 
is the first southern road to order its 
entire system equipped. The workiigz 
of the instruments is a new triumph for 
the electrical and scientific world, for 
with them telegraphic communications 
may be sent at the same time a conver- 
sation is being carried on, and whatever 
conversation is carried on may be pre- 
served by means of a disc, or blank re>- 
ords very much resembling the recor.3s 
used for talking machines. 

Not only does this fact add materiai'yv 
to the safety, convenience and dispatch 
of train operation, but ig a great con- 
venience to passengers in case of emer- 
gency, for connection may be made from 
passenger trains and passengers enable] 
to converse with operators or.persons in 
any connecting point desired. The com- 
posite apparatus consists of station te- 
legraphones, train telegraphones, siding 
telegraphones and switch telegraphones, 
covering every possible need of the rat!- 
road people, and promising in the very 
near future a completion of the inven- 
tion so that seats or berths in passe! - 
ger or Pullman cars will be equippd 
with™telegraphone receivers, just aa 
rooms in hotels are now equipped w:th 
telephones. 

The telegraphone is designed to oper- 
ate on a single Morse circuit without 
interfering in any way with the opera- 
tior of the latter. Under ordinary con- 
ditions the telegraphone will operate a 
distance of 100 miles upon an iron Morse 
wire and about twice that distance on a 
copper circuit. Where two parallel 
Morse circuits are available the teleg- 
raphone can be bridged* between them 
and all the functions of a metallic cir- 
cuit obtained. Four cells of dry battery 
is all that is required to operate this 
instrument and both the signaling and 
talking energy is drawn from this same 
source. This instrument does not de- 
pend upon the battery of the telegraph 
line for its operation either in signal- 
ing or talking. 

How Connection Is Made. 

Connection with telegraph wires so 
the conversations may be carried on 
is made by means of jointed poles. These 


poles are so designed that they can be 


readily joined together by a very sim- 
ple operation which connects the sepa- 
rate joints both electrically and me- 
chanically. Each pole is equipped with 

100 feet of flexible conducting cord. 
The pole carried in the caboose of a 
freight train consists of three 6-foot 
lengths and the portable six 3-foot 
lengths. The portable pole is also equip- 
ped with 25 feet of flexible cord with 
the necessary ground and rail connec- 
ting clamps. The end of the portable 
jointed pole, on which is a metal] hook, 
may be placed over the telegraph wire, 
forming the circuit, and signals given 
as ordinary tele- 
phones. 

There are various types of the teleg- 
raphone, each designed especially for 
the service for which it is employed. 
The station telegraphone is especially 
designed for office or station work. It 
can be permanently connected with the 


| Morse wire 


and has an independent 
signaling and signal receiving device 
which in no way interferes with the 
Morse circuits. This instrument does 
not derive its energy from the Morse 
circuit either for signaling or talking; 
therefore the Morse circuit may be 
opened or crossed without affecting the 
telegraphone. Four cells of batteries are 
required for eignaling and talking. 
There are no relays to adjust or com- 
Plicated mechanism to get out of ad- 
justment and no expert skill is required 
to keep the instrument in order. 

The train telegraphone is designed to 
be installed in the ce@boose or baggage 
car for the use of the train crew to get 
into communication with the dispatch- 
er. One side of the telegraphone is con- 
nected with the trucks of the car for 
ground connection, and the line connec- 
tion is made by means of the jointed 
pole. This instrument is also used on 
work and wrecking trains. 

The iron box telegraphone is designed 
to be placeg at blind sidings for the use 
of the train crew in reaching the dis- 
patcher or telegraph office. It is locked 
with the ordinary switch lock. The 
switeh, in conjunction with the door, 
automaticallly connects this instrument 
with the line when the door is opened, 
The instrument aleo has a signaling de- 
vice. When the fron door is opened a 
shelf is unfolded, affording the user a 
convenient place for writing. 

Portable Telegraphone. -: 


The portable telegraphone, however, is 
the triumph of the invention. It has bat. 
teries, condenser and talking equipment 
contained in a neatly finisheg case. Aljl 
the features in the station set are con- 
tained in this instrument. The hand 
microphone is equqipped with a cord of 
sufficient length to enable the contain- 
ing case to sit on the ground while the 
instrument is in use. The batteries used 
in this set are the standard 6-inch dry 
cel, A jointed pole of six 3-foot 
lengths, with one hundred feet of con- 
ducting cord reeled upon the pole is a 
part of the equipment, and readily ena- 
bles the instrument to be connected 
with the telegraph line. -An additional 
twenty-five feet of flexible conducting 
cord with suitable rail connecting clamps 
are contained in the case. 

The condenser is the most important 
feature of the telegraphone, for if the 
condenser becomes defective the Morse 
line is grounded until the defective 
condenser is removed. After much ex- 
perimenting the manufacturers discov- 
ered that a machine or roll condenses 
would not meet the requirements, be- 
ing too susceptible to puncture from 
lightning or abnormal voltage. The 
condenser, therefore, which comprises 
a part ofthe station equipment, is 
placed independent from the instru- 
ment, it not being practical to place it 
inside the cabinet. Each condenser is 
subjected to an alternating test of 
2,000 volts before being installed. 

Then there is an independence coil 
used in connection with the telegraph, 
its chief function being to eliminate 
the Morse impulses from the telegra- 
phone. This coil is so designed that it 
makes no perceptible lag to the tele- 
graph circuit, and can be connected to 
duplex and quadruplex circuits with- 
out interference. The terminals of 
both windings are brought out on in- 
dividual binding posts, making it im- 
possible to adjust the resistance and 
impedence effect in order to meet 
local conditions. The coil absolutely 
does not interfere with the telegraph 
circuit, while at the same time it pre- 
serves the talking and signaling cir- 
cuit to a high cegree of efficiency. 

The practical uses of the telegra- 
phone by the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic Railroad is a long stride in 
the direction of composite communica- 
tion. President Atkinson, of the road, 
is a pioneer in more than one direc- 
tion, but in none has he been bolder 
nor more advanced than in his decision 
to equip his magnificent system of 650 
miles of railroad with the telegra- 
phone.

Recause of The Victory Over 
the Railroads, 


REDUCTION BY COMMISSION 


Victory of Peach Men Will Cause 
Shippers of Other Perishable 
Products to Seek Relief From 
Rates to East Which They 
Consider Excessive. 


Washington, June 23.—(Special.)—Ship- 
pers of perishable products in all the 
southern states are highly pleased with 
the decision rendered by the interstate 
commerce commission in the Georgia 
case, where it was held that the rates 
on peaches from Atlanta and Macon to 
New York, Washington, Baltimore and 
Philadelphia are unjust and unreason- 
able. The order issued by the commis- 
sion makes a reduction of 5 cents per 100 
pounds on transportation and 1% cents 
@ crate on refrigeration. The minimum 
requirement for a carload is also re 
duced, which makes a further reduction, 
and in addition the railroads are ordered 
to discontinue the present practice of fix- 
ing a different minimum load requlire- 
ment for refrigerated and nonrefriger- 
ated cars. The decision is the first of 
the kind since the enactment of the new 
rate law in which Hahbility is placed on 
the railroads for icing charges. It is 
said that as a result of this decision the 
shippers of other perishable products in 
the southern states will seek relief from 
rates to eastern points which they be- 
lieve to be excessive. 

Opinion by Clements. 

The opinion in this case, which was 
written for the commission by Commis- 
sioner Clements, of Georgia, is a very 
elaborate one, and goes into all the de- 
tails of the factg presented by counsel 
on behalf of both the Georgia Peach 
Growers’ Association and the railway 
companies interested. Mention is made 
of the fact that when the present freight 
rates proper were established for this 
traffic its annual volume was only a 
few hundred cars. Judge Clements points 
Out that it has increased many fold and 
in. one recent year alone amounted to 
nearly 5,000 cars. 

The question of jurisdiction entered into 
the case by reason of the action of the 
Southern railway and the Central of 
Georgia in endeavoring to cancel their 
then existing rates on peaches moving 
under refrigeration. The commission re- 
fused to dismiss the petition for relief 
on this ground. Judge Clements points 
out that the commission has repeatedly 
expressed the opinion and the supreme 
court of the United States decided ‘‘that 
where a railroad company held itself out 
as a common carrier of perishable freight 
it wag the duty of such carrier to fur- 
nish proper facilities to insure the safe 
delivery of such freight at destination.”’ 
In the same connection the decision of 
the commission declares that itg juris- 
diction “and the purposes of the law 
cannot be defeated by the omission or 
failure of the carriers to include in their 
schedules and to keep posted and open 
to pwhlic inapection the rates, fares and 
charges for the entire service, both trans- 
portation and proper refrigeration, which, 
under the law, they are bound to pro- 
vide.”’ eer 

Another feature of the case discussed 
is the cost of transportation, as well as 
that of producing peaches. Both, declare 
the commission, have increased since the 
former peach rate case was disposed of. 
In this connection the commfBsion says: 

“The transportation of peaches involves 
elements of extraordinary hazard to the 
carriers. Weather conditiong: vary to 
such an extent that the crop is liable to 
be so retarded that cars which have been 
assembled for the movement will be left 
idle on the sidétrackg for considerable 
periods of time, involving more’ or less 
loss. On the other hand, when the

a minimum of 535 crates in 40-foot 
cars. 

“We are not convinced that the 
charge of $5 per day for detention of 
cars by shippers after the expiration 
of twenty-four hours subsequent to 
the placing of the same for loading is 
shown to be unreasonable in view of 
all the circumstances and the nature 
of the services necessary in the han- 
dling of this particular traffic; nor 
does it now appear, all things consid- 
ered, that facilities for the transporta- 
tion of less than car-load shipments of 
peaches can reasonably be accorded at 
lower rates than those heretofore 
named to apply on such traffic.’”’ 

The decision of the commission, 
which is ordered in effect July 15, 
must continue for a period of at least 
two years,

Mr. Pepper briefly describeg the Bagdad 
railway, which is ultimately to reach 
the Persian gulf, and which now extends 
more than 800 miles beyond Constantino- 
ple.

SWEET POTATO CULTURE. 
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It is to be hoped that every farmer 
will take advantage of favorable con- 
ditions of soil and weather to put out 
& full-area in this, one of the most 
valuable of crops for man and beast. 
It is easily grown, requiring no special 
skill, and is not over-particular in re- 
gard to the character of the soil. As 
to the palatableness of this esculent 
there is difference of opinion, for it 
would require a careful hunt to find a 
man, woman or child who is not more 
or less fond of a well-cooked sweet 
potato. So with the domestic animals 
of the farm. Its wholesomeness is 
also beyond question. Its fattening 
Properties, however, as a feed stuff for 
Swine is one of its chief excellencies. 

There is no doubt in my mind that 
three bushels of mpotatods are the 
equivalent of one bushel of corn, con- 
sidering wholesomeness, palatablenes® 
as fattening qualities. Certainly from 
four to five bughels of potatoes may 
be produced for each bushel of corn the 
Same land would produce. It has the 
advantage that the crop 
economically harvested by the hogs 
themselves. It has another advantage, 
that the slips may be planted out as 
late as July |, and even later, and 
therefore may follow a crop of wheat, 
Or other small grain. 

The one drawback on sweet potato 
culture is the fact that there is al- 
ways more or less risk of loss from 
rotting after the roots have been har- 
vested. If the sweet potato could be 
kept through the winter as easily and 
with as much certainty, even, as the 
Irish potato, it would be an exceed- 
ingly profitable crop. The selling price 
in the spring rarely falls below 75 
cents, and more often goes to $! and 
upward per bushel. 

Most farmers consider the cut vines 
as better than the sprouts (slips) from 
the bedded potato, for planting pur- 
poses. They are certainly cheaper and 
also more available, and will “go to 
making’ in a shorter time and mature 
a crop earlier than will the slips, be- 
sides giving a smoother and more 
Shapely root. 

I think it error to set potato slips 
or cut vines in ground too wet to 
plow. It is certain that the plants will 
grow off better if they be set in fresh- 
ly plowed soil. After a rainfall, there- 
fore, it is better to wait until the soll 
is in proper condition to stir with the 
plow; then relist and plant in the 
fresh, mellow bed thus partly formed. 

Experiments have shown that it is 
by no means necessary—in fact, not de- 
Sirable—to throw up higgh beds on 
which to plant the slips or cuttings. 
With rows three and a half to four 
feet apart, I would throw up a bed 
with two to four furrows, board off 
with a drag or board, two rows ata 
time. Within a week burst out the 
middles left in bedding. in another 
week “run ‘round’ with a Planet, Jr., 
or other convenient tool, and the work 
of culture is half done. Subsequent 
culture is simply to destroy or prevent 
grass, and to keep the surface soil in 
a friable condition, and every farmer 
is free to use such implement as may 
suit best, or that may be the most 
convenient and available. 

Of course every farmer knows that 
there is nothing to do, when the usual 
time of killing frost is near at hand, 
but to “turn in’’ the hogs and let them 
proceed to “root hog or die.’’ But it is 
better to confine the rooters to a 
small area at one time by means of a 
low temporary wire -fence or hurdles. 

I do not think sows and young pigs 
do well on an exclusive diet of sweet 
potatoes, because the roots do not con- 
tain a sufficient proportion of what 
are called the flesh-and-bone formers. 
Indeed, I believe that sach an exclusive 
diet is not best for fattening hogs. A lit- 
tle corn once aday will keep digestive 
organs in good condition. At the sea- 
son when potatoes are ready to pasture 
the ordinary Georgia collard is usual- 
ly abundant, and {Its itself a most ex- 
cellent food for both young and old 
swine. Turnips, tops and all, are also 
good for the digestion, but may not be 
relied on to any great extent as a 
fattening feed, containing, as they do. 
too much water and occupying too 
much space in the stomach of such an 
animal as the hog. 

But enough has been said, for the 
present, on the subject of sweet pota- 
toes. Every farmer Knows it to be 
a good crop, and this is written more 
to remind and to encourage than to in- 
struct. Go ahea‘’l and plant plenty of 
slips or cut vines, and produce plenty 
of pork.

SPAVIN(7) 


F. B., Girard, La.—I have a mule 
12 years old. Has had spavin in the 
thigh joint for the past two years. The 
joint is very badly swollen, but not 
sore. He limps very badly when walk- 
inig. We have used several remedides al- 
ready put up for use, bought from drug 
stores, and have swam him, but not any 
good have I derived from either source. 
Will you give me a remedy for my 
mule through your valuable columns, or 
tell me if he can be cured after so long 
standing. Any information upon this 
matter will: be thankfully received. 

Answer: It,does not clearly appear 
that your mule has spavin, since you 
speak of its location in the “thigh 
joint.” Spavin affects the hock joint 
only, or the joint next above the ankle 
joint. I have no doubt you mean the 
hock joint. From your description I 
have no hesitation in saying that the 
spavin has done its worst and the joint 
is hopelessly anchylosed, or grown to- 
gether as one bone, and there is no rem- 
edy for it.

PINK-BY E—“‘EPIZOOTY.” 


J. T. H., -Montezuma, Ga.—I have 4 
mule with’ which there is something 
wrong. She is restless and walks 
around and turns to the left the most 
qf the time; and trots around and 
looks as if she was excited. Her eyes 
run water and she is bling sometimes 
and can’t see her way. She snorts and 
blows her nose with her head up and 
seems to ‘be excited, and gapes and 
stretches her mouth as if she was tired 
and sleepy. She has been that way 
about three weeks. She eats hearty and 
has not fallen off but very Iftt¥fe. When 
handling her, she don’t seem to have 
any mind. She will walk right over 
you. Any information will be gladly 
received. Respectfully. 

Answer: I fear you have not covered 
all the symptoms in your description; 
but I\think {it quite probable that your 
mule has an attack of “Pinkeye,” or 
“Bpizooty.” as it was called some years 
ago, when so many. horses and mules 
died of that disease. It is advisable 
that you have him examined and treated 
by a veterinary surgeon as the condition 
of the animal may demand. He may be 
dead or convalescent, one or the other, 
iefore now. 


BRAMBLE, OR BRIER—TO DESTROY. 


T. A. Parker. Birmingham, Ala.—f i- 
closed. find a briar that is growing ve-'v 
rank in an old. worn-out field.

knows a better plan. 


BUD WORMS IN CORN. 


Ww. BE. E., Jr.. Pickens, S. C.—I woul’ 
like to know of a remedy for the bd 
worm that works on corn from the tine 
it comes up until it gets to a heigh; of 
6 or 8 inches. It is worse in low, wet 
bottom land than in higher ##acessthoush 
is doing eonsiderable damage this sea- 
son on uplands.

Answer—So far as I know, no effective 
preventative, or remedy, has yet bee 
discovered for bud worms of corn, ex- 
cepting very early or very late plantinz. 
Corn following ‘a clean culture crop, 
such as cottan or tobacco, is not so :ia- 
ble to injury, but is by no means saf?, 
For years IT have followed the rule, 
when planting, of dropping three to five 


grains of corn In the hill, or 
“One for the blackbird, 
One for the crow, 
One for the «..l-bug 
And one lIeft to grow.” 


In other words, use plenty of seed 
corn, put‘a litle nitrate of soda ,or other 
quickly soluble ammoniate, in the fu”- 
row, close to the seed when planting, 
ang do not thin to one stalk until the 
bugs have ceased to work on it, say 
when the plants are 8 inches in heigh’*.

MANGE OF HORSE. 


H. W. Thompson, Jachin, Ala.—I have 
a horse that all the hair has come off 
his head, neck and breast; looks about 
like dog mange. Will you kindly let 
me know through The Constitution 
what to do for him. 

Answer—Since you describe the all- 
ment as “looking like dog mange” and 
state that the hair has fallen off from 
the affected parts, I may properly con- 
clude that it is In fact mange, yet you 
do not allude to any itching, which is 
an accompaniment of mange. Get some 
of the scurf and scabs from the skin 
and examine it with an ordinary mag- 
nifying glass In a good light, and if 
mange you may see the minute insects 
(acari) which cause this affection. 
Sometimes, with a good eye and in the 
sunlight, the insects may be seen with- 
out a glass. If satisfied that it {s 
mange, get from the drug store four 
ounces of stavesacre seeds and boil the 
same for one hour itn about three 
quarts of water and let it simmer for 
one hour longer. Replace the water 
that has boiled away to the original 
quantity and let it cool. Then wash 
the affected parts with, soft soap and 
warm water, using a Drush to break 
down and remove the scurf and scabs. 
Then apply a little of the decoction 
above described to the affected parts. 
Repeat in a week if necessary. 


(1) KIDNEY WORM IN HOG. (2) 
MITES ON MULES. 
Subscriber, Newberry, S. C.—Have 
read your leters in The Constitution 
with interest for many years: have 
never asked, as yet, for any informa- 
tion, but now I come asking advice 

about a hog. 

‘1) I have a hog supposed to have 
kidney worm. It drags itself along. 
Tt is all right every other way. It 
eats heartily. Is there a cure for it? 
I have given it turpentine and put a 
tar plaster on its back. It is some 
better. 

(2) And there is another question. 
My mules have chicken mites on them; 
have heard they would _ kill mules. 
How can I keep them off? 

Answer—(!) The “kidrey’’ worm is 
found occasionally in the kidneys of all 
domestic animals, and also in man, al- 
though it is very rare. When present 
they gradually but completely destroy 
the substance of the kidney. The only 
pc sitive proof of the presence of kid- 
ney worms is the appearance of eggs 
oc: the same in the urine. It is proba- 
ble that there is no remedy when the 
parasite has become lodged in the 
kidney. 


uted to kidney worms, is not due to a 
parasite, but to paralysis of the mus- 


cles of the hind parts, due to a blow | 


on the spine or to some kind of abscess 
in the spinal cord. 
tom of worms of any kind. I advise 
that you treat for paralysis of the 
hind parts, commonly caled “down 
the loins.’’ In the early stages of the 
disease give the pig one ounce of cas- 
tor ofl and one or two drops of cro- 
ton oil in it. As soon as the physic 
operates, give 8 or |10 grains of iodide 
of potassium three times a day in the 
drinking water: if it will not take it 
in the drinking water, put it in a litle 
water and give it with a spoon. In 
three days, if no Improvement, give it 
from 2 to 8 drops of fbluid extract of 
nux vomica and from 10 to !5 drops of 
oil of gaultheria in a _ tablespoonful 
of sweet oil three times a day. Abso 
rub the back, loins and hips once a 
day with a little compound soap lini- 
ment. Feed on oatmeal, mush and 
milk with a little of anyhing else 
it will eat. Shelter from rain, heat

and cold. After a pig gets a confirmed 
case the probability of cure is rather 
remote—according to my experience 
and observétion. 

(2) If you allow chickens 
or near to yourastalls, vou 
to have trouble with mites. 
heard that mites will 
Clean out the stalls very thoroughly 
and whitewash with lime and water. 
the latter containing 5 per cent of car- 
belic aeid. Also curry well, dipping 
the currycomb repeatedly in water 4 
parts, kerosene |! part, so as to thor- 
oughly moisten every part of the bodv. 
Repeat this in one week, so as to kill 
the mites that will have been hatched 
out in that ime. 

A strong decoction of black walnut 
leaves is also good to spray the stalls 
and wet the mules with. A spray of 
gasoline is also very effective Thor- 
ough cleanliness is the preventative.

J. M. Little, Milford. 

He 
is thick-winded and has got more 
ticks on him than I have ever seen ona 
horses He don't eat hearty either IT 
have given him sulphur and salts to get 
the ticks off of him but it has not done 
any good. I want you to send me a 
remedy for thick wind and how to get 
the ticks off of him, ag he ifs a valuable 
horse and I believe they will kill him 
if I don’t get them off. You will find 
stamp inclosed. Please answer my let- 
ter at once, as I am anxious to know 
what to do for my horse. Hoping to 
hear from you by return mail. 

Answer—You should give the symp- 
toms of the trouble with your horse in 
detail] and how long he has been af- 
fected. Salts and sulphur administered 
internally have no effect on ticks (is it 
ticks or lice”). Make a mixture of four 
parts axle grease (or lard) and one part 
kerosene and rub it well into the hair 
and skin of the horse, or you may stir 
one part of kerosene into five paris of 
water (keep it stirred) and dip your 
currycomb into it when grooming so as 
to wet every part of the animal with 
it. It is a shame to let a horse become 
infested with ticks. Send to Hon. M. V. 
Calvin, director Georgia experiment 
station, Experiment, Ga., and request 
him to send corp of bulletin No. 64 and 
other bulletins. It may be that your 
horse has heaves, or “broken wind.” 


‘ACID PHOSPHATE “NO GOOD.” 
Lee Bohannon, Newnan, Ga.—In Feb- 
ruary I listed on 200 pounds [6 per cent 
acid phosphate per acre. In april I put 
200 pounds 9—5—7 per acre, with cotton 
seed. IT am young in the farming bust- 
ness and my father says he don't be- 
lieve there is any benefit derived from 
the use of acid phosphate. What do 
vou claim for it? He said you had been 
asked this question before and had re- 
plied in The Constitution, but only 
stated what fertilizer factories claimed 
for it. Do you think there is too much 
potash in 9—5-—7 analysis goods? Thank- 
ing you very much for a reply. 

Answer—If your father had been read- 
ing the bulletins of the Georgia experi- 
ment station for fhe past seventeen 
years (I am no longer’ director) he 
would never doubt my position and 
judgment about the efficacy of acid 
phosphate. I am afraid he is a confirmed 
opponent of progress. If there is one 
ingredient of a fertilizer that is of 
doubtful value it is not acid phosphate. 
But acid phosphate alone will not ac- 
complish everything and “go to mill, 
too."" Read the bulletins which Ihave 
requested sent to you and you will find 
that the formula 9—5-—7 is altogether 
too strong in both nitrogen and potash 
for cotton or corn. Seven per cent of 
potash is apt to hurt cotton as well as 
corn. I do not remember that I have 
ever in The Constitution or elsewhere 
“stated what fertilizer manufacturers 
claim’ for anything. All my advice and 
conclusions as appear in the bulleting
